Living in Paris He Patiently 
^'Gathers New Material for 
Appeal. 



rnris April 22.— Alfred Dreyfus 1ms 
6ubmitte<l to Minister of War Andre a 
lengthy letter in whiuh lie earnestly asks, 
for a re-opening of his case by means 
of an investigation by the minister asi 
the supreme head of mihtaty justiee. Ilio 
letter, which is dated Puns, April 11, 
coniflrins the report that Uroj-fus has, 
becu living quietly here for some time 
past. It promises to eaugo a tremeiiT 
dous agitation among the various 
groups both for and against Dreyfus.' 
Tlio first part of tho letter is a calm, 
earnest plea that the court which con- 
demned him at Rcnncs, was improperly 
iolluenced; first by the annotated docii-i 
inents ascribed to the Emperor Williaui,i 
and second by tho false testimony of 
one of the witness Czernnski. After ar- 
guing on tlio extent to whiah those COIl' 
itrihuted to liis coadeinnation, Drcj-flisi 
recalls- in graphic terms tho long series 
•of liorrors to which he liad been sub- 
jected. Tho letter throughout is cmiehcd 
In n highly dramatic style, which ia 
likely to make it one of the notable pa-' 
;pers of the case. 

U refers to Kstorhiisiy as "One who 
stands before tho entire worltl as tlie 
culprit." One of tlie leadinj; passa'-'c; 
is as follows: "I will not recall. Mi' 
Minister, wliat I have endured siiu' 
ISIVI. I'ietiire to yourself tlie horror 
■of a soldier whose whole life was di' 
voted to duty, work to loyalty, luid lo 
■profound devotion for his country, and' 
wlio in an instant is stripped of his 
.good uaiuc, nud dtspoiled of tlie honor 
of liimsclf and bis children. l<'or fivo 
years this soldier is subjected to hor- 
rible sulTerings. They seek to crush 
him physically, to annihilate him moral- 
ly, tie is absolutely uinocent of all 
crime and struggles, again and agiii\ 
to penetrate to the ministry, lu'oebiiiuiiig 
his innocence and struggiinf; with all 
the foveos of his niiiiil and liody for tliat 
exlrouie pleasuri- of vindicating his 
good name and charaeter as mouths and 
years p:iss, thus in most cruel agony, 
amid tlie tortures of a imirderoun cli- 
miite. .\t last lie is brought back to 
J'''raiice the guilty one is discovered, aiul 
Ibe soldier lie;irs himself prochiiiiuvl in- 
nocent by those who before reviled him 
as a traitor. It was, thus, Mr. Minister, 
Hliat I' hoped to see my martyrdom end. 

'*aiy martyrdom end? But alas, if I 
Toturned to find the devotion of friends 
who had battled for^the truth, it wna 
tto £ad nlso that deadly hatreds had been 
unloosed. / 

"In tho processes of ISM, I was stJih- 
.lii'd in the back. I cannot imagine how 
such conditions can prevail througli 
•'falsohood anil deception. But so it was, 
and my condemnation was but an ag- 
gravated roafllrmatiou of what occurred 
in 1S04. When the guilty was known 
ami unma.sked, it was Esterhazy who 
was recognized ns tho author of tho 
•treason, the same men who had cheated 
justice in 1894, again sought in ISOt) to 
cheat justice for tlio second time by tlio 
'h-aiiie criminal manooavres. Conscious of 
■these iiK'ibods, the govcrniiU'Ut of the 
Itepiiblii.- will not permit itself to keep 
in prison one who is known to be inno- 
•cont. 

"In constant thought of ultimate legal 
•revision, I have reassembled little by 
'littlo all the divergent elements of tes- 
•timony contributing to ray conviction. I 
=hnve scorned calumnies aad falsehoods. 
I have rcmaiui'd silent with the firm 
•conviction that justice surely would have 
its day of triumph. The victim of erimi- 
•nal tactics and violation of the law, 
:twic(! comniilled against mo, I now ad- 
dress myself by new facts which have 
lioen elicited, and by the existence ofl 
tlio pretendcil "bordereau" annotated by 
ICiiiporor William, I beg to ask that yoit 
institute an inciuiry first upon the uses 
made of this false docunioiit at Koniics 
and the coiisc^iueuces it produced on 
■those rciulcriug judgiiionl; second, ujion 
tho false and fraudulent testimony at 
C'/^eriiuski at UonneH." After a defer-

There is now (|uite a licet of liuers en 
route to Victoria. As was told yester- 
day, the octvin (Jocko presented a very 
animatcil scourj on Tuesday us Hit- re- 
sult of tho coming of four large ocean 
carriers of an 'aggregate tounage of 
over 20,000 tons, and. there is equally us 
much tonnage now on the Pacific en 
route to this port. Tho big China Mu- 
tual liner, which is now completing the 
last leg of her maiden voyage around 
the world, left Yokohama on the 1-lth 
for tliis port, and is duo here ou Tues- 
tiay. The steamer Olyuipia, of tho 
Northern Pacilic lino, left Yokoluuna ou 
Saturday lust for Victoria, and is due 
on tlio 2nd prox. Tht? steamer Tosa 
tMaru, of the Nippon Yuseu KaisJia line 
left Yokoliama on Tuesday, and she is 
expected to arrive at the ocean docks 
on tho oth pro.v., wlieu the steamer 
Shinano Maru wiU sail outward for tlie 
Orienti. The Kaga Maru left Hongkong 
on her return voyage to Victoria and 
the Sound on Tuestlay. 

The steamer Oanfa, wliicli is due on 
Tuesday uc.\t, is bringing a lioavy 
freiglit to be iaiiiled at Victoria, and she 
will be at the oceiui docks for several 
ilays puttinc out fri'iglit. iShe has near- 
ly 1,700 tous of freight to discharge 
here. This is made up of 275 tous of 
general cargo for Victoria merchants, 
Iroin JJvcrpooi, Eiuoiie, and the Orient, 
ISu tons of naval stores iind supplies 
from England for the naval forces, 70 
tons of general cargo for Sau Francisco, 
which is to be discharged here for trans- 
shipment South, and 1,147 tons of steel 
rails, cannery supplies and merchandise 
for Vancouver, WliicL is in all probabil- 
ity, to he put out at the ocean docks 
for transhipment to the Mainland. 

The Oanfa, which is a new twin screw 
steamer, was laiinclied on Xoveiulier IS 
for tho China Mutuii! line by Messrs.

gow. She is a sister ship of tlie lino 
steamer Ning Chow, which was so much 
iidmired on her recent visit to this port.

IS SPBCDX.ATION GAMBLING? 



This question is pcnornlly nnsivered 
in the anirraativo without hesitation. 
When a man bnys what he docs not 
want, or sells what he has not got, and 
then watclios a tape to si;e at -n-liat 
moment lie <.'!in dose tlio tnmsnctinu at 
a proiCt by selling or buying the same 
thing. Bis nttitudo. is that of a gambler, 
and, so"' far ns ho is concenied, ' he is 
Kainblins. Not only is lie ;;aniljling, but 
lie is Kainblins agaiust very lieavy odds, 
lie is subject to the unscrupulous and 
dishonest manipulation of stocks by 
powerful cliques. Snch cliques now eir- 
ouliilo false stories desifnied to cause n 
biadin^' up by the iniblic of soourities 
the manipulators bine to soli; they now 
issue injurious statements to induce a 
general solliuK of securities fliey want 
to buy. Further, to lioi.st up pri('es for 
tlicir own ends creat allied speculative 
interests will nial;e quitP a display of 
buying while they are secretly unload- 
ing ten times ns nnicli on tlie confiding 
public; or, to depress prices for their oyra 
ends, tbey will soil "short," coverins at 
the lower values at wliicb they have 
scared holders into parting with the 
securities. But even great fmancinl com- 
binations cannot always make a success 
of such tactics. U is tnio tbey are sel- 
dom beaten by tlio public, lint they have 
to yield to more powerful leagues. The 
Into "pool" in Southern PaciJic, strong 
as it was with .Inaics II. Keeno and ns- 
soeiated capitalists at its head, found its 
brilliant scheme for making a few 
dozen millions tlnvartcd by the mag- 
nafos of the Union I'acific, who con- 
\ trolled Southern Pacific stock. But the 
fact that speculation, by which we mean 
buying. and selling on margin, and buy- 
ing and selling ''futures," can readily 
be used for gambling purposes, by no 
means proves that that speculation is in 
itself gaiubllng. A mhn may gamble 
heavily on marine insurance. That does 
not prove that niarino insnranco is it- 
self a gambling business. It is not a 
gambling business, because it performs 
a very pscful economic function, that of 
distributing the loss over n ship that 
is wrceked, over tlie profits of the ships 
which are not wrecked. .\ny liusiness 
whicli in itself performs a useful econo- 
mic function in ndjustitig values, or in 
assisting production or distribution, is 
not gambling, no matter to what extent 
it may bo used for the purpose of gamb 
ling, and therefore it is by no means 
so eaisy to answer this question raised 
in respect to stock e.'Lchnnge transac- 
tions, n.s at first sjght it seems. Tho 
(lueation is somewhat similar to tho popu- 
lar moral indignation in which corn 
speculators were held in times when 
periodical scarcities of bread were com 
moncr than now. The pojiuiar view was 
that the man wlia imrohased ;.'orii when 
it was cheap in anticipation of a period 
of scarcity, and hoarded it to sell when 
com was' dear, was an inhuman mon- 
ster, lost to all considerations of moral- 
ity. Was ho not making money out of 
the people's bread? Quite so. But pass 
over the que^jtion of motive, and look 
■ at tho effects of his action. The motive 
of making money must bo quite legiti 
mate in itself, and if the effects of the 
method pursued to make money are 
beneficial, then the whole transaction is 
not blamoworthy. The ^rst effect of 
tho corn speculator's action was iiumo- 
diately to send the price of corn up- 
ward, and thereby limit the consump- 
tion, tt most;l^celIent precaution with 
n time of sciirci'ty aliead. His action 
then had this effect to cause economy 
ill tlio use of corn and spread the pinch- 
ing effects of scarcity over a longer time, 
making them, therefore, less biting at 
any one time. Surely It Is better to 
out lialf a loaf a d'ly for twenty days 
and live, than to eat a whole loaf every 
day for ten days and then die. The 
second effect of the corn speculator's 
action was that his hoard's were released 
gradually, and precisely at the time they 
were moat essential to tlin people. It 
is obvious that if he over-hoarded by a 
day ho Buffered loss himself, which 
would presuppose a different motive from 
that of which he was accused, and that 
motive one of such purposeless malig- 
nity than no liuinan being, \inless be 
was a;fiend or a madman, could even bo 
actuated toy It. In these days things 
are very mueli liettcr organized. The 
mechanism or economy of the control 
of supplies is iulinit'.'ly better. What 
we call "hard times" now, involved ac- 
tual starvation, and unheard of misery 
in pa.it ages. The percentage of human 
beings for whom hard times spell star- 
vation now, is very small, while the por- 
centiigo for whom tliey spetl discomfort 
ami endurable, privation only, is very 
large. The improvement is entirely duo 
to the sensitivcntiss Of 'prices' td' future 
hapiicningn, which sensitiveness is ex- 
pressed through trading in margins and 
in futures. .Some anticipated scarcity or 
prejudicial occurrence yin November is 
already discounted , to SIayi-.9nd its ad- 
verse 'effects distributed by mechanical, 
but most dellcat'e^a'djustmeut over the" 
iutorvcning montllS. •? The c. inverse 
economic effect is equnll.v, perhaps more, 
important.. 'Some entirely unexpected 
«nd unforeseen catastrophe takes place. 
Its immediate olfocts are much mitigated 
by Ltio possibilil.y of discounting future 
inij)rovcnient. It cannot lie reasonably 
hold that the process which accomplishes 
this adjustment, and so confers n- tre- 
mendous boon ujiou humanity, is in it- 
self Jmraoral; That It is made use of 
in an imnioral way, is unfortunptely true. 
But only persdiis 6f.feebje,;lntelllgenc^ 
refuse to , discriminate between the c&r- 
rnpUoH with which imperfect huinaii na- 



Tho Eastern question grows in inter 
est, but It does not lessen in complo.\ity 
We hflvb been reading what the T.oiuinn I 
papers have to sny about it, anil liavo 
come to the conclusion, that they know 
almost as little about it !is wo do in Vic- 
toria. When the advance notices of tho 
Macedonian rising were being distributed 
it was widely assumed that Kussian, 
and Austrian, and German policy was 
involvwl, and that tlic Russian Empire 
had begun again its intorrnpted .progress 
to Constantinople. The promulgation of 
the reforms suggested by the rival pow- 
ers rather knocked this idea on the head. 
It certainly showed that Russia did not 
intend to make directly for the object 
Kussia'is supposed to have in view. The 
states wliieh look to Russia as their pro- 
tector ngaiust 3,russulman domination 
woiild very much rather have had Itussia 
openly espouse their cause and, coincl- 
tlontly with their rebellion, move her 
legions against Constantinople. They 
were iiiuioubtedly disappointed at tho 
atlitiulu of Itussia and sulkily aciiuicsccd 
in ref-orms in which thoy do not believe. 
Subsequent events have given rise to an 
interpretatibn of Russian policy which 
may indicate tho course Russia may bo 
<ililigeil to pursue, liiit whicli surely 
(ainnot indicate deliberate purpose in ar- 
riving at that neciessity. ' We are asked 
to'belleve that Russia has given the cold 
shoulder to the MMCcMloniiin uprising, in 
tho knowledge iiiid with the Intention 
that riot and nnarciiy should take the 
place of organized rebellion, until inter- 
vention became both Uecessnry nnd jus- 
tiliiible from the Russian point of view. 
Tlii.s may bo the result of the crisis. In 
fact it looks very much as though it 
would be the result of the crisis. But to 
regard snch n policy as the conscious 
and deliberate iutcntion of Uussia woiilil 
bo to predicalo a cruelty, uiipuralleh'd 
even in the hi.story of Imperial politics. 
If we admit tlmt the sympathy between 
the aspirations of the Balkan States and 
Russia is the oiiportiinity of the latter 
to carry out its designs upon ('(instant; 
nople, wo ndn)it only what everyone 
agrees to bo the ultimate meaning of 
the Eastern question. But it is a dif- 
ferent thing !iItogether to assert that in 
order to carry out tho ilcsigii, Russia's 
policy is to permit the country of co-re- 
ligionlsts and political sympatliisers to 
bo turue<l into a shambles, in order th.it 
the road to Oonstautinoide may lie open- 
ed through tho wonmls and siifferiugs of 
those with whom Russia could only in- 
terfere by claiming a mission to protect 
them. Such an Interpretation of Russian 
policy is monstrous, or rather such a 
policy would lie monstrous if correctly so 
interpreted. We liardly think the facts 
justify such an interpretation. The trou- 
ble now seething in the Balkans li.-is 
been precipitated by tlie .Vlbaninns, who 
are Moslems to a man, and over whom 
Russia intrigue could have no influence. 
Tho Albanians have been pampered by 
the Sultan. He has recruited most of 
bis ,bod.v-guard among tliem, and thoy 
have enjoyed privileges of oiipressiou 
with which tho proposed reforms serious- 
ly interfq^e. The result lias been that 
they have turned against the offlcinl re- 
fnriiiprs whom the Sultan lias sent to 
carry out his decree, lo the outward 
horror, but doubtless to tho inward joy, 
of the Sublinio T'orte. Turlce.v has been 
plagued with reformers. There are some 
things incaiiabic of roforinalioii. They 
may 1)0 abolished, but iitteiiiiited refonu 
is ■Tiuroly another method of disintegra- 
tion and abolition. Of such things the 
Turkish Knipiri= is a conspicuous exam- 
ple. Now the Sultan has a niiigniticent 
opportunity. lie can, iind uiiiiupstion- 
ably will, i>ick out Turks zealous and 
single-minded in the cause of reform, 
and sonil tliein into the Balkans to carry 
out the- reforms he has iironiidgated. 
They will never return. The Albanians 
will attend to tliat. In this way, the 
Sultan will get rid of tho reforms abroad 
and of the reformers at homo, by " a 
method peculiarly attractive to the Sul- 
tnnic iinlnd. The Albanians, who arc 
arrested for murder and riot, can of 
course be hailed to ('onstantiiiople and 
puiii.shed by a long period of service in 
the Sultan's bo<Iy guard. Tims will the 
Sultan make the refonns he has adopted 
upon outside pressure, redound to liis 
own glory and the cousoliilatinu of liin 
lOnipire. Tlie ways of the Oriental 
mind are dark, and to our ideas unlove- 
ly. But however tortuous and evasive 
the policy of the Turk appears, it is 
generally made to serve some perfectly 
(lofinite l)Ui-pose which is not <iisclosed 
to clumsy Occidentals. However tliat 
may be, .it is irapossiblo that tlie action 
of the Albanians could have 'heeii fore- 
.sopn by Russia, or any oilier of the 
powers, an<I equall.v impossihlo that 
Russia intrigue could have Iiillueiiced it. 
The situation in the Balkans is us black 
as black can be, and Russia may later 
take advantage of it; but it is unneces- 
sary to pliH'o upon Russia the infamy 
of having contrived its Inter phases in 
imrsuit of an ailoiited jioliey.

It is anticipated that the '350 "water 
meters wiiicli have bceii ordered'by the 
civic authorities will , be installed about 
tlio latter part of June ijext.' The worl,' 
'of fiauufactui'ing tltein has now beeu 
commenced by the successful tenderers, 
and delivery will be made some time in 
Juno. 

The advantages and disadvantages of 
tho nioter system are being quietly dis- 
cussed by many citizens, though it is 
adniittod on all sides that it is too late 
now to prevent the city proceeding with 
the work of installing the meters which 
have been ordered. Jlr. Alex. Wilson 
is a staunch advocate of the meter sys- 
tem. He thinks if the" only method by 
which the disastrous waste, of water can 
be- prevented and he rgiltes.^^ many Inr, 
■stances which came,, under" Jhis- uotice. 
whorb water wes wasted ''just for fun. 
On one occasion ho was down at the 
wharf several years ago, and noticed 
a deck hand on a steamer washing down 
the decks, using a large-sized hose at- 
tached to a hydrant on the dock. When 
he had got the rciiiiired ninoiiiit of wat- 
er, he tlirew the nozzle of the hose over 
the .side of the ship and allowed the 
water to How into the bay. in this way 
gallons of water were nee'dlessly wasted.

lest to stop the great waste of water. 
The seriousness of the situation in New 
York is shown by tlio following article 
which appears in a recent issue of the 
■Scientilic American: 

"The 'Commissioner of the Depnrt- 
iiieut of Water Siippl.v, Gns, nnd Iillec- 
trieity, has given out some figures of the 
results obtained in his invesligiitioii of 
the iiiu'slioii of the waste of water in 
tiiis I'ity. I!y dividing llie cit.v into ilis- 
triets, and by means of meters, siippb'- 
iiienteil b.v investigation, it has been 
possible to deterniiiie the niiiouiit of 
water served to each district daily, iiiid 
also to determine what use is maile of 
it. One iiielliod of calculating the waste 
is to oxnniine llie lluw of water in the 
sewers during the eai'ly inorniiig, when 
the ('ousuniptiun is lowest. A nuiuher of 
men are then sent through the buildings 
in the particular district under consid- 
ertition, to measure the ainonnt of water 
tliiit is running to ivaste from leaky 
faucets, and similar flxttircs. These mea- 
surements, however, do not include 
water that is running to waste from 
overllowiiig tanks, nor doe.s it take 
account of waste that occurs when the 
water is allowed to run on ccld niglits 
not does it iiicliide 
and letiks in the 
mains. As a result of this investiga- 
tion, the conclusion is reached from the 
work iilready aeeomplisliod that 'oitXlO,- 
(UK) gi>.IIoys,"or 12 per cent, of the Cro- 
toa water, is running to wa.sto every 
day from leaky fixtures, this percentage 
representing merefy the waste in build- 
ings from defective plu'mbing, which is 
a constant waste, anil continues stoiidily 
throughout the dry weather, when the 
supply is scanty. It is eatimntod that 
this flnnount of water,, if it wore metered, 
would bring to the city :^l',500,0tK) a 
year, tnid evidently it would be well 
worth while to recover' the value of this 
wator f<u' its own sake, to stiy nothing 
of its value considered as forming a 
part of iiii already iiiadeiiuate supply for 
the city, and the pos.siliility that unless 
the source of supiily be uiiiltiiiiied', we 
may have to face a water famine before 
manv vears have gone by. Commiasion- 
er .Sloiiroe is of the opinion Hint tllc 
most effective remedy for water waste 
is the extension of the meter system. 
Ifis bill before the legislatuio provides 
that all buildings shall be uietercd where 
steam Is used for power' purposes, and 
also nil. buildings that are' over live 
stories in. height. As the city wiir pay 
for the nieter.s, the installation -^vill not 
be hard upon the consumers, while the 
expense to the city will be light com- 
[Kired to the saving duo to the uroveii- 
iiop of water waste. Kverv-oiio who 
has the interests of the city at heart, 
riiid is disposed to look at this subject 
from a broiid-ininded standpoint, will
